It was at the urging of 
Samuel Andrews, the that 
Rockefeller engaged in the oil busi- 
ness, investing $1000, the whole of 
his fortune. 

Rockefeller, having received an in- 
crease in pay to $25 &@ month at the 
end of his first year as a bookkeeper 
for Hewitt & Tuttle, decided that he 
could not make or save much money 
working for others. 

In order to get a chance he went 
to St. Louis. There, in 1858, with $50) 
he had saved, he engaged in the com- 
mission business with M. R. Clark, 
an Englishman, forming the firm of 
Clark & Rockefeller. At the age of 
380 he had accumulated $1000. 

It was then he met Andrews, the 
porter, became interested in his 
stories, and eventually in the oil re- 
fining business on the Mississippi 
River above St: Louis, under the firm 
name of Andrews; Clark & Co. 

It was not long before Rockefeller 
began to broaden the Wsiness per- 
sonally, one of his first moves being 
to gain an investment of $60,000 from 
Henry M. Flagler.

Evelyn C. Owen, 6-year-old daughter 
of Dr. George H. Owen of 6012 Cates 
avenue, on her second day ,at the kin- 
dergarten of the Dozier School, was 
killed at the noon recess Thursday 
while she was running from the school 
to hasten home. She was knocked down 


aud run over by a heavy meat wagon 
owned by the Swift Packing Co. as she 
attempted to cross the street in front 
of the school at Goodfellow and mee 
avenueg, 

Dozens of the schoolmates of the lit- 
tle girl were terror-stricken when they 
saw the child struck and ran scream- 
ing as her body was lifted out from 
under the wagon by Patrolman Schulte, 
who is detailed to guard the crossing 
at the school each day. Principal Gun- 
nison of the Dozier School was coming 
duwn the steps to take his usual stand 
at the crossing to guard the little ones. 

Evelyn ran joyously away from her 
playmates as she got out of’the door 
of the schoolroom. She was ahead of 
the others, and laughed as she looked 
back and saw she was in the lead. 

Principal Gunnison was a minute late 
taking his place at the corner. Patrol- 
man Schulte was 75 feet away, walking 
towards the school. 

Schulte saw the wagon approaching 
from tne east, the team of mules at a 
slow trot. Apparently the child did not 
see the vehicle and started to run across 
the street. Schulte called to her. but 
apparently she did not hear him. When 
she failed to stop at his warning the 
patrolman ran to catch her, but he was 
too late. 

She was struck by the hoofs of one 
of the mules. She was knocked down 
ard thrown in front of the wheels. The 
front wheel passed over the girl's chest. 
She was dead when Schulte picked her 
up. 

Patrolman Grogan, who stood at Ham- 
ilton and Maple avenues, wds told by 
other children that a girl had 
been killed at the school. Grogan 
stcpped Clinton H. Fisk, who was pass- 
ing in his autemobile. He instructed 
him to hurry to the school. The body 
was placed in the auto and taken to 
St. Luke’s Hospital. The physicians 
said she must have been killed imme- 
diately, * 

William Quine, 911 Summit avenue, 
Fiast St. Louis, driver of the wagon, 
was arrested and taken to the Page 
Avenue Police’ Station. Patrolman 
Schulte said that Quine was not to 
blame for the accident, but he will be 
held pending an investigation. 

Wednesday the little girl was 6 years 
old. In honor of the occasion her par- 
ents gave a birthday party, which was 
attended by many of her little play- 
mates, some of whom were among the 
school children who saw her killed. 


Mrs. Nancy Vandever and four of her 


children were burned to death about 6 
a. m. Thursday, in their home at 
Mitchell, Ill., 10 miles north of St. Louis. 
Virgil Vandever, the husband, and Ar- 
thur Langford, Mrs. Vandever’s 18-year- 
old son by a former marriage, saved 
themselves .by jumping from second- 
story windows.

Investigation by the Post-Dispatch of 
the $25,000 St. Louis mail robbery mys- 
tery, full details of which were ex- 
clusively published in the night and 
sporting editions of Wednesday's Post- 
Dispatch, has shown that access to. the. 
package of money might have been had 
by any. one of the 23 clerks on duty at 
the Annex Station Sept. 24, 1910, the 
day of its disappearance and that re-. 
sponsibility for its disappearance did 
not attach to any one of them more 
than another. 

Beyond the receipts of two clerks 
who signed for the package, the Post- 
office has no trace of where it went. 
It was ag@essible, the Postoffice au- 
thorities now admit, to the 23 men. 
Six months’ investigation failed to 
give any indication as. to who might 
have taken the registered package of 
currency, a bank shipment, and the 
case was then dropped, but the theft 
was unknown to the public until the 
Post-Dispatch published the principal. 
fact Monday. 

No Direct Evidence. 

Statements .of postal officials in St.. 
Louis following the exclusive publica-. 
tion of the details of the robbery in the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday, showed that 
the postoffice inspeetors and Pinkerton 
detectives had been unable to obtain any 
direct evidence as to who committed the 
robbery. 

The Post-Dispatch investig@tion re- 
vealed additional details of the loss and 
of the efforts made by the postoffice in- 
spectors to trace the missing package. 

The package was registered at the 
main postoffice the afternoon of Sept. 
4 1910, by the Third National Bank. 

. » After its disappearance the bank report- 
‘/ ed that it contained $25,000 bills in denom- 
inations of $50 and $100. The bank was unh- 
able to give the inspector the number of 
the bills. ‘The package was tied with 
ribbons and bore heavy seals, being ad- 
dressed to the Hutchins-Sealey Banking 
Co., at Galveston, Tex., and bearing the 
return.card of the Third Nationa] Bank. 

Envelope Easy to Open. 

While the package did no* have writ- 
ten on it the amou.t it contained, it 
was wrapped in such a manner that 
any employe used to handling such 
packages / could easily tell that it con- 
ame money.

Italy’s purpose is set forth in a note 
addressed by the Italian Foreign Minis- 
ter to the Italian Charge d’Affaires at 
Constantinople. This note is supposed 
to have been prepared some time Tues- 
day night, but. the exact hour of its 
delivery to the Porte is not revealed. 

The communication, while leaving no 
opportunity for negotiations over the 
fact of occupation, is an utlimatum in 
that it demands that the Turkish Gov- 
ernment’s reply within 24 hours, declar- 
ing that it will not oppose the mea- 
sures which Italy has adopted to effect 
the solution of the difficulty which it 
considers necessary.

have demonstrated their futility and

> Tripoli has long been desired by 
Italy for colonization purposes and 
the extension of her trade. During 
the reign of Abdul Hamid the Turkish 
Government was always such a fire- 
brand in world politics that the at- 

‘mpt to seize Tripoli could never be 

ade without danger of a general 
conflagration. With the downfall of 
Abdul and the accession of the Young 
Turks Italy saw her opportunity and 
obtained the consent of the other 
Mediterranean Powers to acquire 
Tripoli. She announced her intent to 
purchgse or lease Tripoli, but Turkey 
has never peaceably surrendered any 
territory, and the Italian program 
was immediately opposed from Con- 
stantinople. 

Turkey has only a poorly equipped 
force of troops, estimated from 12,000 
to 30,000, in Tripoli, and her negligi- 
ble navy rendered protection of trans- 
ports carrying troops from Europe 
impossible. . 

It is expected Turkey will ulti- 
mately yield, because her cause would 
seem hopeless in war, and that yield- 
ing may result in the downfall of the 
Young Turks. On the other hand, 
they may decide to fight, not with the 
idea of defeating Italy, but in a des- 
perate effort to rehabilitate their 
prestige at home.

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was little reason to hold one responsi- 
ble for its disappearance more than the 
other. 

Clerk’s House Searched. 

The system in use at the time called 
for a package after being receipted in 
at Annex Station to be placed in a mail- 
ing cane, where it rested until the 
pouches were made up for the ‘train. 
Any person passing the case could take 
the package. 

Being unable to trace this package 
beyond the receipt by Kruse and Steck, 
the inspectors made an investigation of 
the records of every clerk who was on 
duty at Annex Station at the time the 
package disappeared. 

They first investigated Kruse and 
Steck, but found no evidence to connect 
them with the loss, except that they 
were the last persons to receipt for the 
package. They learned that Kruse was 
planning’ to leave St. Louis with his 
wife and small child for a vacation and 
hurriedly decided to search Kruse’s 
house before his departure. 

Four inspectors, accompanied by a 
woman stenographer from Postmaster 
Akins’ office, went to the Kruse home 
at 1806 Prairie avenue. They encount- 
ered the family leaving the house for 
Union Station. Mr. and Mrs. Kruse, 
greatly surprised, were taken back into 
the house-and the entire place was given 
a thorough search. Mr. and Mrs. Kruse 
were also searched. Nothing was found 
which would in any way implicate Kruse 
in knowledge of the disappearance of 
the package. He has always held an 
excellent record and was continued at 
his work undisturbed. 

Rollingon’s Record. 

In investigating the records of all the 
23 clerks the inspectors reported that 
they had found that Charles Rollinson, 
2 clerk on duty at the time the package 
disappeared, but who went off duty 
soon after the package was received at 
the station, had served a term of four 
years in’ the reform school at Pontiac, 
Ill., for alleged burglary in the post- 
office and a store in Tuxico, Ill. His 
first government job was as a clerk in 
the postoffice at Mount Vernon, Ill. He 
was later transferred to the St. Louis 
postoffice through the recommendation 
of Congressman Rodenburg of Illinois. 
Later he was transferred to the Annex 
Station. InspectOrs found he had borné 
& good reputation after joining the de- 
partment. 

Clerks Are Transferred. 

The investigation of another clerk’s 
record showed that he had been a street 
car conductor before entering the postal 
service and that he had been discharged 
for an alleged failure to turn in to the 
company all of the money collected on 
his run. 

These facts were made known to the 
postal officials along with the fact that 
there was no evidence to connect any 
of the persons investigated with the 
robbery. All the clerks af the station 
were permitted to retain their positions, 
Kruse has since been transferred to the 
main office and Rollinson was trans- 
ferred to the Indianapolis postoffice in 
June at his own request. 

After the inspectors had worked sev- 


,} eral weeks without obtaining any facts 


showing what had become of the money. 
Chubb & Son of Jersey City, N. J., who 
carried the insurancé on the package, 
employed the Pinkerton Detective Agen- 
cy, but it also was unable to ‘trate it. It 
was stated by a postal official Wednes- 
day that the postoffice inspectors re- 
fused to work with the Pinkerton men 
and refused to give them information to 
assist them. Chubb & Son paid the 425,- 
000 to the Third National Bank and is 
the only loser in the robbery.

RODENBERG AIDS 
YOUNG ROLLINSON 


Congressman W. <A. Rodenberg of 
East St. Louis told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday of his connection 
with Rollinson. He said that when it 
was shown, in the investigation of the 
23 clerks, that he had used his influence 
to help Rollinson along, he wished to 
tell in full how he had befriended a 
young man who was bright and ambi- 
tious. 

He said that he became acquainted 
with Rollinson about a year and a haif 
ago, while he was omp!oyed as a clerk 
in the East St. Louis postoffica He 
took an interest in the young man when 
Rollinson asked him to assist in having 
him transferred to the St. Louis post- 
office so that he would be able to at- 
tend night school to study medicine. 

Took Examination, 

“Rollinson was a bright young fellew 
and had been a good clerk in the East 
Side office,” Congressman Rodenberg 
said. ‘‘When he asked me to help him 
to get transferred I did it because I 
thought I would be doing a young man 
a favor by helping him to get a better 
education. I never knew him befcre he 
became a clerk in East 8t. Louis.” 

Rollinson is about 28 years old, accord- 
ing to Rodenberg, and was married 
while he worked in East St. Louis. The 
records of the East St. Louis postoffice 
show that Rollinson became a clerk in 
the mafling department there July 1, 
1909, and was transferred to St. Louis 
April 1, 1910. He formerly lived ut Mt. 
Vernon, Ill., and came to East St. Louis 
to take the civil service examination a 
few weeks prior to his appointment as 
a clerk. 





Tries to Help Man. 

“I take an interest in any young man 
who wants to get a better education,” 
Congressman Rodenberg sald. “When 
Rollinson came to my office tn March, 
1910, and asked me to get him trans- 
ferred so that he would be nearer a 
night school, I took up his cause to try 
to aid him in that desire. 

“I took the matter up with Postmas- 
ter Akins of St. Louls. A few days aft- 
erward Rollinson was notified to go to 
work in the St. Louis office. I heard 
nothing from Rollinson for some time, 
but was told he was studying medicine 
at the St. Louls University night school. 
“A few months later I reoaived a let- 
ter from Rollinson asking me to. use 
my influence te have, him. transferred 
to some annex station in St. Louis, say- 
ing. that the work there would be light- 
e- and it would give him more time to 
tudy medicine during leisure hours. 
‘I again communicated with Postmaster 
Akins, and Rollinson was soon trans- 
ferred to an annex station. .

I said that my interest in 
him was simply to aid him in getting an 
education. 

“T heard nothing more from Rollinson 
until about six weeks ago when I got a 
letter from him from a city in Indiana, 
I think it was Indianapolis. His letter 
head indicated that he is a lawyer and 
is practicing law in that city. He asked 
me to send him a copy of the United 
States Statutes. 

“T sent him the statutes and have not 
heard from him since. 

“Tf Rollinson was ever confined in a 
reform school I ‘did not know it at the 
time I recommended his transfer. If 
he was convicted he omitted te incor- 
porate the fact in his application for a 
civil service examination. A conviction 
for crime bars a man from an examina- 
tion as a civil service applicant. 

Visits East Side. 

“In a talk with Postmaster Akins not 
long ago Akins told me that inspectors 
had given him the record of Rollinson, 
showing that he had been confined some 
time in the Pontiac Reform School on 
a charge of burglary. That was the 
first I ever knew of the matter.” 


office told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that Rollinson frequently vis- 
ited the East St. Louis office while he 
worked in St. Louis. After he quit the 
St. Louis postoffice he visited the Hast 
St. Louis office in March, 1911, they said, 
and told them that he had resigned his 
position in St. Louis. 

East Side postal employes tell that 
Rollinson met his wife while she was 
visiting in East St. Louis, and they were 
married soon after they became ac- 
quainted.

Mrs. Roberts said to the reporter that 
ther brother had not made a retraction 
apace cae to her, and that if she had 

n cohsulted, her husband's suit would 
ot have been withgrawn. She said 

Bakewell had merely said that he had 
pot slandered her husband, and she took 
this as being intended by Bakewell to 

ean that his statements about Roberts 

ad been true. ‘Such’ a declreration, she 
paid, merely made matters worse. 
. May Renew the Suit. 

Roberts approved his wife’s statement 
and intimated that his suit might be 
fenewed. Roberts and his wife left 
their home in Kirkwood immediately 
after the interview to consult their 
lawyers in St. Louis.

Says Letters Written by Slain 
Man Before Wife Fired Shot 
Show He Feared Death.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—That Charles 


A. Patterson, who was shot to feath 
by his wife in Denver, expected to die 
in that manner is the statement of his 
brother, an attorney of this city, who 


has just received two letters from the 
slain man written shortly before his 
death, 

Attorney Patterson, in an effort 
to clear his brother’s name of the 
charge of relinquishing his wife to a 
Chicago millionaire for $1500, made 
public the contents of the letters. He 
also sought to explain oe transaction 
between Charles A. Patterson and 
Mrs. Gertrude Gibson Patterson in- 
volving the payment of $1600 to the 
husband. 

According to Attorney Patterson, 
the first letter he received was writ- 
ten on the night of Sept. 23 and con- 
tained a postscript added the follow- 
ing morning. The other letter was 
written a few hours before Patterson 
was shot to death. Mr. Pattersgn as- 
serted the letters show that the 
shooting was premeditated and that 
it was expecteq by Charles A. Pat- 
terson. 

The letters contained several allusions 
to the trouble between the writer and 
his wife and, according to the brother, 
stated that he expected Mrs. Patterson 
or the man who had been with her on 
the porch Saturday night would try to 
shoot him. 

“The letters show undoubtedly that 
my brother was not the kind of a man 








who would ‘sell’ his wife,’’ asserted the 


attorney. 

‘““Apout the time she says this trans- 
action took place she turned over to my 
brother a sum of money, I think it was 
.$1500, with which to buy @ printing plant 
in Chicago. He was led to believe that 
the money was part of a $12,000 inher- 
itance she had received.

tion of the Sherman law. Messrs. Morgan and 
Gary assert that the corporation is not guilty of 
illegal acts, and that its directors have no idea 
of dissolving or disintegrating. They declare that 
its organ'’sation is legal, its management proper 
and its operations of benefit to the public. 

The issue is clearly made for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. His plain duty is to discover whether there 
is ground for prosecution under the law. Is it 
a monopoly? Does it operate in restraint of 
trade? Has’ it violated law in its organization 
or methods? These questions cannot be deter- 
mined by public controversy. They can only 
be answered in the light of facts. The issue is 
of law an@ fact to be decided in court. 

The Government is not without knowledge of 
the organization and methods of the Steel Trust. 
An exhaustive investigation of it has been made 
by the Bureau of Corporations. Information con- 
cerning it has been brought out through congres- 
sional inquiry. The “Gary dinners” and the in- 
fluence exerted by the trust to regulate prices 
and conditions of trade are matters of noto- 
riety and personal testimony. Whether the un- 
derstanding between | steel corporations by which 
the practical control of the steel trade has been 
exercised by the Steel ‘Trust is legal or illegal, is 
a matter for judicial decision. 

‘The people of this country will not submit to 
monopoly. If the present law against it is not 
efficiently and fearlessly enforced they will elect 
officials who will enforce it. Only efficient en- 
forcement will thoroughly test the law. 

The thing to be demonstrated now is that | 
there is no interest, no man nor set of men 
beyond the reach of the law's arm; that no 
wealth nor influence can protect a law- 
breaker from prosecution and punishment. 
This is the work cut out for Mr. Taft and 
his Attorney-General. 
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Consul A. B. Nilsen from Norway, who ex- 
presses regret in St. Louls because the United 
States hasn’t a king, may be assured that the 
apparent Morgan rule id only temporary. 
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ESTABLISHED SCIENCE. 

We have rejected and prohibited the political 
establishment of religion in the United States. 
This ig disapproved openly by no one. All are 
familiar with the explanation that when politics 
and religion were combined in control of the 
power of life and death, scientists and others now 
considered valuable members of society, were 
often put to death after an inquisition or in- 
quiry info their moral or spiritual condition, as 
of which they were adjudged unfit to 
live because they were said to be moral imbeciles. 

We have made, and we are still making, visi- 
ble progress towards a political establishment of 
science to take the place of the political estab- 
lishment of religion. As a scientist, the president 
of the St. Louis Society of Medical Research is 
reported as advocating a definitive system of 
State science, established by law. It is proposed 
that it should be organized with the power of 
life and death, depending on the verdict of a sci- 
entific board or inquisition, the function of which 
would be to adjudge intellectual imbeciles a 
detriment to intellectual advance and to pass 
sentence of instantaneous and painless death upon 
them. 

As such evidence as this suggests that we may 
not yet be out of the “Middle Ages,” it remains 
to be demonstrated that we would find a State 
establishment of alleged science more reliable 
than a State establishment of political religion. 
As against inquisitorial government by those who 
assert either intellectual or spiritual superiority 
as their title to control the temporal or eternal 
destinies of the rest, we can still rely on common 
sense and ths irrepressible love of liberty and

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ELOQUENCE AND ARITHMETIC. 

As soon as President Taft’s private car crossed 
the line into Kansas, he began a review of “the 
history of farming and farm-production in this 
country for the last 56 years.” As this becomes 
a continued story in the reports of his progress 
Westward, it is a story of the struggle on the 
farm to keep up with the demands of an Iincreas- 
ing population for food. - 

The presidential car distributes advice on farm- 
ing from station to station, all intended to show 
farmers how to educate their minds scientifically 
until they can double their production, and take 
in cash the ratio of increased production to the 
increase of population. 

This gives much more room for eloquence than 
it does for arithmetic. Arithmetically, the pollf- 
cies President Taft’s administration represents 
have been working out for the past 10 years into 
exact percentages. Taking these percentages for 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and nine other states 
of the “North Central Division,” it is reported 
officially that in 1900, 712 farmers in every 1000 
owned their farms, while in 1910 only 702 in each 
1000 owned them. This is a loss of 10 in every 
thousand of independent, home-owning farmers in 
these states in 10 years. During the same period 
the number of tenant farmers in these states in- 
creased from 279 to 289 in the thousand. 

These figures were published in a census bul- 
letin just before President Taft left Washington 
for the West. They are part of the official his- 
tory of centralization and monopoly during 10 
years. They show that the percentage of inde- 
pendent American farmers is steadily going down, 
while’ that of agricultural renters, held in vas- 
salage, as dependents of this system of market 
class

BACK TO SAVAGERY. 
MINISTER SAYS 


He Tells Pastors That They 
Are Becoming Cannibals for 
Lack of Education. 


—_——— 

In an address before the ministers of 
the St. Louis M. E. conference at Clay- 
ton Thursday morning, the Rev. J. D. 
Hammond of Augusta, Ga., declared that 
within five miles of centers of civiliza- 
tion in the United States negroes are 


going back into cannibalism and savag- 
ery. 

The Rev. Mr. Hammond is president 
of Payne College for negroes at Augus- 
ta and his talk was on the benefits the 
negro derives from industrial education. 
At the conclusion of his hbalf-hour 
speech he asked for contributions to 
further his work and the 160 ministers 
subscribed $400 within a few minutes, 

“There are people who hold to the 
theory,” he said, “that education does 
not benefit the negro. But I content 
that with the right kind of education 
he is a much better man and more use- 
ful in the household. Educated negroes 
come to respect themselves and then 
make others respect them. 

“There are negroes on some of the 
rice plantations of the South who are 
still virtually slaves. There are colonies 
of them on islands off the South Caro- 
lina coast which are never visited by 
white men. ‘They are practically canni- 
bals. They are going back to savagery 
within five miles of centers of civiliza- 
tion because they have no religious 
teaching. 

“The negro made the South productive 
and the South owes it to him to lift him 
up. The prosperity of the South is also 
the prosperity of the North and the 
North ought to help this work.” 

Bishop Collins Denny is presiding over 
the conference. Thursday morning rou- 
tine reports of committees were received 
after the Rev. Mr. Hammond made his 
address.
